Under it not an aero f)f an (vstato can 
bo disposed of, even though the money 
so obtained might enormously increase 
the value of tlic remaining acreage. 
The general result of entail is embodied 
in tho statement" of a Parliamentary 
Committee, that of twenty millions 
acres of land in tho United . Kivigdom 
requiring drainagp,-oniy three millions 
had been efficiently draineil, and that 
taking into account other necessary im- 

'•"^provciuent.s, only one-lifth of the soil 
of England fhad >beon properly dealt 
• ' withf 'Xofd CAiiiirdf ox docs not, how- 

■ i.'.^ oy*!", rest his case on this admission, 

' ■ bufc^ furnishes jiarticulur examples of 
tlio injurious operation of tho existing 
law. On a Welsh estate the buildings 
woro in such a ricketty condition! from 
the inability of hjs predecessor to repair 
thom, that a whole -year's rent was re- 
■■■ quired to place tiiem in decent repair. 
••• The river Ilumber washed away five 
acres of his best land at Wintcringliam 
annually for several years, and ulti- 
mately formed an inland in the bed of 
tho rivqrj a revenue cutter saikd 
round it, and tho Government took it. 
■ The sea laid up several acres of land at 
Humblesfcono, but tho distinguished 
owner was unable either to rejiel the 
attacks of the river or to accept the 
gifts of the ocean, for he could not 
charge the estate for permanent im- 
provements, nor could he Boll a single 
acre of tho thirty-fbur ' sqiiaro miles 
which he inherited. In Buckingham- 
shire Lord Cauington" owns a farm 
which he declares nobody will cultivate 
at any rent, as tho buildings arc almost 

■"• in ruins and tho land exhausted. In 
every case the system of entail estopped 
•■ progress. These plain truths, told by 
a noble landlord of the class for which 
entail was legalised, fully reveal the 
absurdity of the system. Not only is 
it ridiculous and antiquated, having 
been framed in days when foreign com- 
petition was not dreamed of, and when 
■ ~ estates were happy hunting gi-ounds 
for the lordly owners, but its results 
are antagonistic to national prosperity. 

TEi: THROXE OF CABUL. 



There is likely to bo very keen rival- 
ry between quite a multitude of claim- 
ants to the vacant throne of -Afghanis- 
■ tan. Up to the present time the choice 
would seem to lie between Avoob 
Khan, tho inti-iguing brother of Ya- 
KooB Khan, Wali Khan, the latter 's 
uncle, Ihe eldest son of the deceased 
' Abdolla Jax, who is still a child, and a 
lad of Yakooi! Kiias's. The Simla 
correspondent of tho J'^xaminer, how- 
ever, mentions another pretender in tljc 
person of one Sirdau Siieukef Kuan, 
a brother of tho late Siierb Ali, who 
has long been living in Hindostan on a 
pension allowed him by tho Indian 
Government. The reason assigned for 
a belief in this chief's candidature is 
that ho lately left his place of residence 
in India, and with the full ])ermission 
of the Viceroy proccerlcd to C'abul. 
Our contemporary mentions even an- 
other claimant in tho poraon of Pad- 
SHAii Khan, tho puissant chief of the 
great Ghilzai clan. In point of lineage, 
his pretensions are, wo believe, just 
nothing at all, but ho pos.sesscs great 
influence, and can put, it is said, fully 
30,000 men in the field at short notice. 
PADSQAn Kqax has more than a hun- 
dred sons and grandsons still living. 
This multitudinous progeny ratlier 
tends to bar his claim, since, whenever 
he died, Afghanistan would bu sown 
thick with pretenders from tho ranks 
of his descendants, in all probability 
wo shall soon hoar of other [irotendors 
cropping up; for a throne, oven when 
80 risky as that of Cabul, does not go 
a-begging in Centra] Asia. 

BISMARCK'S RAILWAY FOLIC Y. 

It is stated that the Prussian Gov- 
ernment have given a hint of the 

reasons they intend to urge in support 
of the State purchase of the railw.ays. 
They are mainly based upon military 
necessity and strategical expediency, 
Prussia not being yet apparently, in 
the eyes of its present ■ rulers, sufli- 
ciently reduced. to tho condition of a 
military camp. But they also hoije, 
doubtless, to make money by the 
transaction, and that commodity is 
sorely wanted just now, it would ap- 
pear. Tho delicit this year is estimated 
at about forty million marks. To meet 
that it is proposed to raise a new loan. 
A further deficit of nearly nine uiillion 
marks on the current tinanciul year 
will also have to be met, and it seems 
to bo intended to cover this by new 
taxes. This largo deficit is exciting a 
good deal of comment in Berlin.

Then, again, the bi-eadOnder he 
is suddenly cast down, dig he cannot, 
to beg ho and his arc ashamed.- - j\lan'y 
n timc and 6ft' that fine fellow has 
thrown down gladly his dollars to make 
a raise for others ; but ho is now un- 
able to make the smallest raise 
for himself. Be assured there is in 
this well-fed and woll-clad — ye.s, and 
I wish to add generous — city more 
poverty than is commonly supposed. 
But, says some cautious citizen, a good 
deal is tlono. Our hospitals arc crowd- 
ed and as to the -Boyal Hospital, it is 
a very poorhouse in which we keep the 
helpless for year."). That is quite true, 
alas! too true as regards the last-named 
institution; still the si'ffering for whom 
I jdead are tho.se who require not so 
much hospital caro but just that spe- 
cial aid which will tide them over toin- 
jiorary trouble.

innocent when prudently practised. 
The prudent and cliaritablo may there- 
for, with advantage to the poor and 
recreation to themselves, join in tho 
gathering of to-morrow. But while I 
readily admit this, I am far from say- 
ing that such is tho best way to assist 
tho distressed. No, tho best way ia to 
subscribe regularly to .the Benevolent 
Society, if only a small sum, for the 
support of the many renders the good 
done certain and lasting. Spurts of 
charity are very well in their way; but 
they cannot be relied on. Charity by 
system is tho true, because the endur- 
ing, means of relief, 

Christmas, Mr. Editor, is near at 
hand when wo shall all strive to be 
happy in our home.?. Lot us strive, 
also, to do what we can to meet dis- 
tress. I can only trust that Mr. Jack- 
son, the real friend of the suffering, and 
they who work with him, will make a 
general ajipeal before tho year is ended 
and that all will x'emember those mov- 
ing, bbcause heavenly, words, "God 
loveth a cheerful giver."

In reply to His Honor tho jiolice stated 
that tho defendant bore a good character 
and was always willing to work.

Referred to Street 
Committee for report. 

From Drake it J ackson, on behalf of 
tho Puget Sound Land Co., st.iting that 
they require compensation for ri^ht of 
way on their land in the occupation of 
Mrs. MoKenzie. . 

On motion of Conn. Th oinson, tho 
Clerk W.13 instructed to reply that tho 
Council had already onbrod compensation 
for tho right of way to tho tenant of the 
land — Mrs. McKcnzie. 

From tho Surveyor-General, stating 
th.it ho had boon instructed by tho Chief 
Connnissioner to inform tho Council that, 
not having been notified according to law 
to lay a sidewalk on Langley street, tho 
Government could not hold itself respon- 
sible for the cxpeiiso incurred. Laid over 
for .1 week. 

From tho Chief Enginoor of tho Fire

McLean thought groat caution 
should be exorcised in dealing with the 
matter. Tlio interests of tlio community 
at largo should bo studied just as much as 
those of tho owners or drivtu-s of vehicles.

Tho Super- 
intendent of Police would only be em- 
powered to st.ite where — subject to the 
appi'oval of the Street Committee — the 
hack stands should bo. He would have 
nothing to say .is to where a particular 
driver should be located. 

Coun. McLean said tho explanation 
threw light on the subject and the Bylaw 
in its ainonded form wa.s then read a first 
tiino. 

On motion the Supt. of Police was in- 
structed to inform Mr. D. Green that ho 
must keep tho awning erected in front of 

his store on Government street at least 
nine foct from the sidewalk. The Super- 
intendent was also instructed to find out 
how many signs tliero are in the city less 
than feet from the sidewalk. 

Coun. Mansoll said tho Corporation 
had a number of excellent bylaws, but 
they wore not enforced by tho police.

THE I'OI,ICE FOUCE. 

The report of the Finance Committee 
with reference to tho alleged oxtrav.ig.ance 
in tho purcli.iso of clothing for tho police 
force was again read. A lengthj' commu- 
nication w.13 also read from Supt. Todd 
stating tliat he had found that during tho 
past five ye.irs the permission of only one 
M.iyor — Mayor Drake — had been obtain- 
ed previous to making purchases of cloth- 
ing for tho poliSe force; .also, that an ac- 
cur.ate computation would show that dur- 
ing tho past year tho avcr.ige cost per 
man had been 840.03— not §71.18— as 
compared with tho cost per man for tho 
previous year, which was §43.82 under 
the late Mr. Bowdtm— a difference of only 
.*2.81 per man. 

Coun. JIcLcan replied at some length, 
and said that ho considered the Superin- 
tendent had been guilty of contempt in 
not consulting the Mayor before making 
tho purchases ho deemed necessary. Ho 
(i\[r. McLean) could, if he thought fit, go 
through the accounts for clothing item by 
item and show that tho Superintendent 
had boon oven more extravagant th.in tho 
ofticial statement demonstrated. The fig- 
ures had been taken from the books of 
the Corpor.ition by Mr. RussoU, tho City 
Collector, and had boon audited and sign- 
ed correct by Mr. Bales, the Corporation 
Auditor. Notwithstanding tho Superin- 
tendent's statement that Mr. Drake was 
tho only Mayor, during the past 5 years, 
whoso sanction had been obtained for 
purchases, he (Mr. McLean) had boon as- 
sured that Mayor Finlayson almost in- 
variably knew what was to bo bought and 
where. Tho st.itoment made by Suporin- 
toudonl Todd, as to tho quantity of cloth- 
ing in stock, was also incorrect. He had 
put tho value thereof at §38, but cn going 
to the Police Barracks this morning he 
(Mr. McLean) had found th.it tho stock 
thoro consisted of only two pairs of pants, 
considor.ibly worn, and that the best offer 
he had been able to obtain for them was 
§21 Thoro was also a coat which one of 
the policemen said he had at his house 
and wore occasionally. Under the cir- 
cumstances ho would ask tlie Council to 
adopt tlio report. "~ " i 

The Superintendent said that in Coun. j 
McLean's hurry to leave the Police Bar- | 
racks, ho had gone ofl' with only about half i 
tho clothing in stock. j 

Coun. ManaoU said the main object of j 
the report was to insist that in future the 
mnfftloi] of .tb* l^yor sMS !>• 6bt«}e^«d '!

A few days ago ono "Amicus"' 
clared in the St. Petersburg Vodoinist 
that "tho woman of Germany undotibt- 
edly hold the lowest place among wo- 
men of the continent, not only in 
beauty, but in wit and wisdom also." 
"What," demands tlie Kovoe Vremya, 
"does this 'Amicus' (which wo may 
to be Latin for 'ass') know of tho 
■world beyond his own nosel Not to 
mention a thousand names of beauties 
and wits that crowd upon our memory, 
where, we a.sk, will you find a grander 
ideal of a constitutional sovereign than 
in Queen Victori.i, a greater diplomat 
than in Catheriuo the Great, or a more 
lovely female than in jNIario Antoin- 
ettol The theory is too ridiculous to de- 
serve any. investigation, and its origin- 
ator should bo immediately arrested as 
a lunatic at large." Engli.sh society 
journals are indignant that Queen 
Victoria should bo thought to be a Gor- 
man. 

A curious tragedy was recently on- 
acted at Llttowk, on tlie Husaian fron- 
tier, if we may credit tho Austrian 
journal, the Frcmdenhhiit. It appears 
from tiiat newspaper's story that two 
Jews, father and son, had long lived on 
bad terms, and at la.st thn son hired a 
peasant for twonty-Ove pieces of silver 
"to facilitate the departure of the old 
man from this valo of tcar.s." On tho 
day fi.xed for the execution of tho crime 
tho peaB.ant repented, and, going to tho 
inteiulod victim, confessed all that had 
pa.sscd. Tlio father inado him proini.se 
to pretend to his employer that the 
crime had boon committed, and ho then 
went to tho liabbi Joseph Beer, before 
whom lie laid tho matter. After due 
deliberation tho rabbi determined to 
see tho son and inform him that his 
murdered father had appeared to him 
in a dream, and ho asked his murderer 
whether |ho would ap])ear before 
a terrestrial trial or celestial jury. The 
son, quite overwhelmed, chose the for- 
mer tribunal, which was accordingly 
formed and consisted of ton influential 
parishioners. Tho father was placed 
behind a curtain. Tho prisoner hav- 
ing boon placed at tho bar, tiio judges 
roae, and tho rabbi solemnly invited 
the spirit of the dead man to bring 
forward his accusation. Hardly had 
the son recognized the voice of his 
father when I'.o was seized with a ter- 
ror and fell dosvn dead. The procura- 
tor of tho province, on learning what 
had passed, at once caused the rabbi 
and the other-members of the court to 
be arrested. 

Because he could not bear to see the 
sufTorings of tho Nihilist prisoners, 
which ha dared not alleviate, ^lajor 
Lissovitcli, tho commander of tho cita- 
dal of Charkofi', committed suicide 
within a month after assuming the 
post,

save the garter, and it was observed 
when he lent n famous decoration for 
some private theatricals at Lady Salis- 
bury's years after it was conferred, 
that the case had never been opened.

To Eosrulato tho Sanitary Condition of 
tlie Oity of Victoria.. 



Be ra ENACTED by tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil of tho Corporation of tlie City of 'Vic- 
toria aa follow.s: 

1. It shall not be lawful to lut or occu- 
py, or Buffer to bo occupied, as a dwelling 
any room unless tho following roquiro- 
monts arc complied with, that is to say: 

(a) Unless hucIi room contain ,it all 
times at loa.st 384 cubic foot of npacc 
for each pcr.son occupying the same. 

C6_) Unless such room has a window 
mado to open in a manner approved 
by the Board of Health or Health 
Officer of the City. 

(c^Unlcs-s Ihorc i.s appurtenant to .sucli 
room the use of a water clcset, earth 
closet or privy, fiirni-slKsd with pro- 
per doors or coverings, to tho .satis- 
faotion of tho Board of Health or 
Health OfBccr of tho City. 

2. Any person v,"ho Ict.s, occupies, or 
knowingly suffers to ]ju occupied, any 
room contraiy to tho provisions of this 
Bylaw shall bo liable .for evei-y such of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding §50, in 
tho discretion of any Justice of the Peace 
before whom he uuiy l;o convicted. 

3. Any room in wliich any person passes 
the night, or tho principal part of tho 
night, shall bo deemed to bo occupied as a 
dwelling within the moaiiiii;^ of thin By- 
law. 

4. Where two convictions against tlio" 
provisions of tlii.n Jiylaw relating to tho 
occupation of a room as a dwelling have 
taken place within three months (whether 
the persons so convicted wore or wore not 
tho same) any Justico of the Peace may 
direct tho closing of the room so occupied, 
or of the promises to which it belongs, for 
auch time aa he may deem necessary, oi 
may empower tho Board- of ; Health or 
Health Officer of tho City porriranontly to 
close the same. 

5. This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as " Tho Dwellings Bylaw, 1879."
